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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendments to the claims have been entered. Claims 1 , 8, 15, 22, and 23 
are currently amended and claims 5, 12, and 19 are cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments^^see page 8, paragraph 7, filed February 1 1 , 2005, with 
respect to independent claims 1 , 8, 15, 22, and 23 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejections of independent claims 1, 8, 15, 22, and 23 have been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-4, 6-1 1 , 13-18, and 20-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: as indicated 
in the previous office action. Van Tichelen et al. do not disclose that the language 
generator (message generator 36) provides any of the generation of goals (intentions). 
Van Tichelen et al. determines all the goals (intentions) in the reasoning facility (dialog 
manager 32) and does not provide any suggestion that the language generator 
(message generator) could be modified to provide any kind of reasoning capabilities.
